House. 


Although the measure is slated 


to pass the House tomorrow night, 
a White House official said there 
was a "possibility of a nasty situa- 
tion developing" if the 
Senate 


should fail to act by June 30.

Progress AdministraJon chief, and 
Aubrey Williams, National Youth 
Administration director, called on 
the President today to express 
concern, it was reported, over the 
near exhaustion of relief funds 
for the current fiscal year, which 
ends June 30. 


Should the bill be passed just 


before the deadline, officials said, 
it would prove difficult and con- 
fusing to administer at the out- 
set 
because 
of 
the sweeping 


changes which—in 
its present 


form—it calls for in the WPA's 
administrative set-up. 


Colonel Harrington and Wil- 


liams, it was said, discussed the 
situation with the President in 
the hope he could do something 
to sped action. 


A White House official said that 


while the House which received 
the relief bill from its appropria- 
tion committee yesterday planned 
to dispose of it in three days, the

716,000,000 relief bill by tomorrow 
night, giving the Senate ample 
time to consider it before WPA 
funds run out June 30.'

A Vast New Spending 
Plan Is Recommended 


Washington, June 15 UPL— 


President Roosevelt's financial 
advisers, it was learned today, 
have recommended to him a 
vast new spending program of 
such self-liquidating projects as 
toll roads and bridges. 


The plan was submitted yes- 


terday by Secretary Morgen- 
thau of the treasury, Chairman 
Marriner S. Eccles of the fed- 
eral reserve board, Budget Di- 
rector Harold D. Smith, and 
Chairman Frederic A. Delano 
of the national resources com- 
mittee. 


It envisioned establishment 


of a federal toll authority to 
finance possibly a billion dol- 
lars worth of roads, bridges, 
and other public works, and ex- 
pansion of the lending activities 
of such agencies as the RFC 
and Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion. 
- The proposal would exclude 
the contemplated expenditures 
from ardinary treasury book- 
keeping, so that they would not 
affect either the regular bud- 
get deficit or direct 
treasury 


debt.

Signs Bill Exempting Cities 
From Mandatory Legislation

Cities were exempt from manda- 
tory state legislation

them individually in New York 
state today with Governor Leh- 
man's approval of a home rule 
bill under a new constitutional 
amendment. 


The measure, the result of what 


the governor termed "thorough 
work on the part of several city 
officials and others exceedingly 
familiar with city home rule mat- 
ters," permits: 


Legislative action on laws af- 


fecting cities only upon request 
of the mayor and local adminis- 
rative body and by concurrent 
action of two-thirds of Senate and 
Assembly. 


Repeal by cities of local laws 


approved by the Legislature since 
1923 except laws relating to ju- 
dicial review or dismissals from 
the .civil service. 


"The bill is heartily endorsed 


jy the conference of mayors and 
ether municipal officials 
of 
UK 


state," the governor said. 


The executive also approved a 


bill to abolish court-appointed 
lunacy commissions and permit 
qualified psychiatrists to deter- 
mine the question of a defendant's 
sanity. 


The measure, which the gover- 


nor said will "correct 
existing 


abuses," will be effective Septem- 
ber 1. It calls for a state-super- 
vised system with defendants 
examined in New York city by 
hospital psychiatrists and in up- 
state localities by state institu- 
tional psychiatrists approved by 
the mental hygiene commissioner.

But the sum' total of the bill is 


about $1,716,000,000, which is to 
be expended for the period begin- 
ning July 1 next and ending June 
30,1940. This is, to be sure, about 
8733,000,000 less than the year be- 
fore, but it is impossible at this 
time to estimate whether the full 
amount will subsequently be in- 
creased or diminished.- 


The fact remains that, after all

METHOD OF TREATING HAY FEVER 


RAINING MONEY 


A representative of the Townsend Plan 


tells an audience that this country "could pay 
even $1,000 a month to people over 60 with- 
out ever having to levy a transaction tax." 
That would be possible, he explains, because 
the distribution of so much pension money 
would provide work for the young people and 
thus save the annual crime bill of $7,500,- 
000,000 incurred now through the commis- 
sion of crimes by people under 22. It would 
also eliminate, he says, the national expendi- 
ture of $33,000,000,000 a year for upkeep of 
poorhouses and other welfare institutions. 


Maybe so. Such figures go to a person's 


head. Ordinary people get so dizzy with them 
that they are ready to admit almost anything 
is possible. Life becomes just a blur of dollar 
signs and happy, comfortable people throw- 
ing money around. 


As an ordinary citizen, however, begins to 


emerge from the golden haze and struggles 
for a grip on reality, he begins to wonder 
whether the money shower is real.

There are various reasons for this indiffer- 


ence or -laziness or lack of respect for the 
right to vote. Whatever they are, the situa- 
tion is bad. Important decisions, the choice 
of important officials, choice of judges, and 
All the rest, should not be left to a handful of 


The hay fever season will be coming along 


shortly and thousands of sufferers will be wonder- 
ing just whether the season will be severe or mild. 
If much ragweed pollen is being carried in the air 
they know they are in for a miserable time. 


Fortunately the use of injections of the ragweed 


pollen prevents attacks in a great many cases al- 
though some sufferers have to take a series of in- 
jections for two or three years before they are kept 
free of attacks. 


Now why are so many individuals attacked by 


hay fever and the vast majority is not? Is it some- 
thing they inherit or something they develop within 
themselves that makes them sensitive to ragweed 
pollen (and other substances) ? 


Just why some individuals are attacked and oth- 


ers are not, is not definitely known but there seems 
to be two reasons for hay lever attacking this large 
group. One is an inherited tendency toward allergy 
or sensitiveness to substances and the other is some 
change in the gland system of these individuals 
which interferes with the balance of one gland with 
another or with several others. For instance, the 
first thought in the treatment of asthma and hay 
fever is adrenalin or epmephrine—the extract of 
the adrenal glands, situated one on top of each kid- 
ney. This does not cure asthma or hay fever (which, 
with eczema are closely related) but it eases and 
usually stops the asthmatic attack and, if applied 
to eyes or lining of nose, eases the distress in hay 
fever. 


That the gland system may be at fault is again 


suggested by Dr. C. S. Bucher, Champaign, III., in 
Medical World, who, by the use of another gland 
extract—the pituitary gland lying on the floor of 
the skull—obtained excellent results in 50 consecu- 
tive cases in the treatment of hay fever. With his 
associates, Dr. Bucher gave hypodermic injections 
of the extract of the front part of the pituitary 
gland (15 drops, equal to IS la grains of fresh gland) 
once a day for seven days to ten days, then three 
times a week for two weeks, twice a \\eek for two 
weeks, and once a week thereafter. About 24 injec- 
tions were given. This treatment is begun (as with 
the ragweed treatment) about two months before 
the usual time for the onset of hay fever. 


For those who have obtained no relief from the 


ragweed injections, this method, with S2 per cent 
satisfactory results, might well receive considera- 
tion.

"Unless conditions improve," he

The task, including stops for more 
oxygen administrations, took two 
hours and a half. Then at its con- 
clusion, it was found that the am- 
bulance sent by the hospital was 
too small. That necessitated borrow- 
ing a larger one from Kings County 
hospital. 
When the hospital was 


finally reached the woman's condi- 
tion was found to be serious indeed. 
As a matter of fact she died not long 
alter she bad been admitted. That, 
however, was not tbi £mlt of the 
emergency squad.

"Poliomyelitis (infantile pa- 
ralysis) Is usually considered to 
be a disease of childhood," Dr. 
Charles F. McKhann told scien- 
tists from ten countries at a 
Harvard symposium on virus 
diseases, "but in recent years 
an increased tendency to attack 
older persons has been noted, 
especially marked in rural areas 
or communities from which the 
disease has long been absent." 
He said that "in spite of 


world-wide research against it" 
the disease remains one "of 
which adequate information re- 
garding 
the 
prevention and 


specific treatment is lacking." 


And Dr. W. Lloyd Aycock de- 


clared "no methods are avail- 
able for the prevention of the 
multiplication of the virus in 
the body or. its issue towards 
the next host." 


Dr. Aycock said that a tech- 


nique of spraying nasal. pas- 
sages with a chemical offered 
one avenue of further research, 
but "in actual trials it has not 
proved successful."

New York, June 15 W)—Ralph 


Pulitzer, former publisher of the 
New York World and eldest heir 
to the newspaper fortune founded 
by his father, Joseph Pulitzer, died 
last night, three days after his 
60th birthday. 
.He had been in failing health 
since 1930 and underwent an ab- 
dominal operation af Presbyterian 
Hospital May 1.

Tells Story of the Hop! 


Watermelon 
and 
cantaloupe 


graced the tables of Americana in 
the Far Southwest 300 yean «fo 
»nd perhaps before the first white 
settlers arrived at Plymouth. These 
delicacies, not native to either ol 
the Amarican continents, made their 
debut in what is now the United 
States as early as 1628, says Vol. 
ney H. Jones. University at Michi- 
l»n anthropologist; the story ol 
whose research "story appeared In 
the New Yoric Herald Tribune. 


Evidence that American Indians 


included these melons and other for 
eign foodstuffs in their diets at this 
early date is provided by, of all 
things, the bricks of a Spanish mis- 
sion in the old Hopi Indian village 
of Awatovi in northeastern Arizona. 
In Mr. Jones' research waste food 
and other refuse was separated 
from the adobe brick* of the mis- 
sion. This refuse, Mr. Jones ex- 
plains, was used as a binding ma- 
terial in manufacturing the bricks. 


Because records give 1629 as the 


date for the building of the mission, 
the introduction of these foods by 
the Spanish is known to be not later 
than this date. In addition to the 
melon seeds found in the bricks, 
fruit pits, grain and straw also In- 
dicate that the Hdpl people were 
cultivating wheat, peaches and ei- 
ther plums or apricots tt this time. 
The information given by the bricks 
indicates that there have been no 
important changes in the climate, 
vefetation pr animals of the regioi 
in the 300 years since the mission 
was built.

nalism, brought up Ralph and his 
younger sons, Joseph, Jr., and 
Herbert, with the idea that they 
should carry on his enterprises. 


When he died in 1911, Ralph 


assumed control of the New York 
World and Joseph, Jr., took over 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, of 
which he still is publisher. 


When Ralph went abroad In 


1930 because of poor health, Her- 
bert became president of the com- 
pany. Almost a year later, the 
World was sold to the Scripps- 
Howard interests, then publishers 
of the New York Telegram, and 
it was merged as the present a't- 
ernoon New York 
World-Tele- 
gram. 


The first World-Telegram was 


issued February 27,1931, the same 
day the old morning World pub- 
lished its last edition.

Thi 
fact, together with evidence that re 
gions of maximum and minimum 
sun-spot activity recur with each 27 
day rotation of the sun about it

study ol the problem, Dr. Hire 
Marie Losh, of tot Michigan observ

her observation of the distribution 
ol sun spots in longitude, indicating 
strong evidence for the belief tha 
sun spoti follow regular patterns in 
their distribution across the face o; 
the sun, u well as they d» in distri 
bution up «ind down between the 
solar, poles. Most striking amoni 
JDr. Losh's findings is tha tendency 
lor opposite sun-spot activity to ap- 
pear in the northern and southern 
hemispheres of tht sun at any one 
longitude. While occasionally simi- 
lar activity areas were found at the 
same longitude in both hemispheres, 
by far the most common situation 
wu^Jhe finding ol maximum activ- 
ity in the northern hemisphere, ac- 
companied by minimum activity in 
the southern hemisphere.

police blockade of British and 
French concessions at Tientsin. 


At the same time, messages 


from foreign sources at Hankow 
said that Japanese forces had 
blockaded offices, warehouses anc 
docks of a large British shipping 
firm, Butterfield & Swire, refus- 
ing passage to British and Chinese 
employes. The concern is locatec 
near the Hankow customs house 


Foreign advices from Amoy saic 


that three Japanese warships hac 
isolated the Island of Kulangsu 
which is the 
Amoy settlement 


halting all traffic and preventing 
landing of vegetables and other 
supplies. 


A Japanese spokesman was 


quoted as saying that the purpose 
of the blockade was to "bring the 
(Kulangsu) municipal council to 
its senses" with regard to Jap- 
anese demands for a greater hand 
in control of the settlement. 


The issue at Tientsin was drawn 


along similar lines with Japanese 
officers declaring that the cordon 
around the British and French 
concessions would not be lifted 
until "the 
British reverse their 


policy and afford us complete co- 
operation." 


Back of both blockades was the 


Japanese effort, through the con- 
quest of China started July 7, 
1937, to establish a "new order in 
eastern Asia." 


There was no further word of 


the food situation among the Ku- 
langsu's 250 foreigners and 40,000 
Chinese 
but 
at Tientsin, more 


than 1,000 miles north of Amoy, 
the pinch was rapidly becoming 
accute.

was started only yesterday. 


Hotels had supplies for about 


one week. 


Shipments of vegetables, milk 


and other foods were virtually cut 
off for the 120,000 combined popu- 
lation of the two Tientsin conces- 
sions, including some 5,000 Occi- 
dentals—although the Japanese 
reported they were permitting one 
cartload to enter the areas every 
three hours. British and French

Owen J. Roberts is umpire, re- 
versed its Hamburg decision of 
1930 which accepted the "indus- 
trial accident' theory of the fires 
and explosions which rocked the 
New York metropolitan area in 
1916 and 1917. 


American claimants who sought 


damages of 550,000,000 from the 
Reich, have contended throughout 
12 years of litigation that the 


1 destruction of the Lehigh Valley 
I railroad terminal at Black Tom 
I in 1916 and the Kingsland assem- 
bly plant early in 1917 was the 
work of saboteurs in the pay of 
the Imperial German government. 


Germany was equally persistent 


in her denials, advancing the 
theory that the vast quantities of 
munitions which had been destined 
for allied nations were destroyed 
by accident, not design.
